000 and for the latter. $300,000 per 
year. The Government has heretofore 
retained all of the .Government’s 
earnings, although one-half of them 
has been due to the companies. The 
objections made tothe bill were not 
as’to the amount to be paid into the 
Sinkiag Fund, but to other sections 
of the bill, including the declaration 
of right to amend, alter or repeal the 
bill should it become a law. Senator 
Thurman.in his remarks to-day ex- 
plained the sections in a manner 
which deprived them to some extent 
of the objectionable features. The 
amount due the companies hereafter 
from the Government. for transporta- 
tion and otherservices which has here- 
tofore been held in the United States 
Treasury without benefit of interest to 
the companies will immediately on 
the bill becoming a law bear com- 
pound interest as part of the sinking 
fund and to be placed to the credit of 
the two companies.

At Abydos Xerxes 
built his famous Bridge of Boats for 
the invasion of Greece, and here it 
was that the loves of Hero and Lean- 
der became world-renowned. Leander, 
who lived at Abydos, on the Asiatic 
shere, was in love with Hero, the 
beautiful priestess of Venus, at Sestos, 
and regularly swam the strait to meet 
his mistress. One dark and stormy 
night he failed to appear, and when 
the Iluckless Hero visited the shore 
the next morning the waves had 
washed the dead body of her lover 
upon the. sands. Overcome by 
loss, she plunged into the sea, and the 
spot becam> ever after sacred to their 
memory... On the 5d of March, 1810, 
Lord Byron swam the Dardanelles at 
the same point in seventy minutes. 
He was accompanied by Lieutenant 
Akenhead, whose name has’ been 
handel’ down to 
the line: “‘Which Leander, Mr. 
Akenhead, and [ did.” The swim 
from Abydos to Sestos is still repeat- 
ed yearly by Byron-inspired tourists,

WONDERING THAT THE ‘Tur«Ks LIve. 
It is centainly a mystery thut the 
inhabitants of the Ottoman Empire 
did not all perish years ago from pul- 
monary diseases. Their feet are tirst 
swathed in a coarse rag, Which is then 
wound around the lower part 
of the leg, and bound tightly with 
twine; on the rag is tied a piece of 
sole leather, hammered into a rudely 
shaped sandal, with sides rising one 
inch up the side of the foot. It is 
evident that their feet are wet the 
moment they step into mud or water 
over an inch in depth. This they are 
constantly doing in bad weather; con- 
sequently, their feet are soaking wet 
for a week at a stretch, and yet they 
live and multiply.
